The Commiſſion thus taken out, Complaints werz 
_ upon the meaneſt fort of Neighbours, with their fol- 

lowing Subſcriptions, laboured for; and procured for a 
ground-work, and conſequently a Jury provided in a 
place remote to paſs upon the Evidence exhibited, 
which eprizingly droficed a caſting Verdict: both 
Jury and Commiſſioners ignorant of the concealed plot 
and practice, could not well but be ſwayed thereby : 
which I finding as yet but- an imperfe&t Embrion to- 
ward a Decree (by ſome my writing ) interpoſed, offer- 
ed ſome preventing informations and confiderations ; 
whereupon toavoid ſubſequent trouble, charge anddif- 
graces, butnothing prevailing, a Decree paſt as well 
_ others, as the Schoolmaſter, much unexpect- 
ed tobedrawn in. This undermining Stratagem was 
thus broached and carried on. 

Mr. Thomas Bucke on our Lords day after Sermon 
called together the Inhabitants of Little Th:rlow, ten- 
deringthema Writing to ſubſcribe againſt Mr. Holmes, 
which ſome refuſing, loſt his favour, and their dinner.

Aﬀeer Verdict, ſome Counſel was heard to plead, al- 
ledging how improper the buſineſs was to the Com- 
miſlion, as more belonging to the Eccleſiaſtical trial, 
after the Dioceſans Licence, with much more: alſo 
Sir Thomas Soame a Truſtee not having power to tranſ- 
mit to Mr. Back who had nothing to do in the Caſe, 


much leſs to examine ſufficiency which he aſſumed, 


and upon the Defendants refuſal to ſubmir, offence 
was taken, though had he done otherwiſe, he had ſhew- 
ed himſelf poorly ſimple; after what his Admiſſion, 
Exerciſe, and divers years Teaching had priviledged 
him, rather to examine his Boyes, then to be fo exa- 


mined. Whom one of the Electors, Mr. Owen, had 


harboured long in his houſe, and upon his knowledge 


_ of his Capacity choſe him Schoolmaſter, however now 


- upon particular ___ hath laboured againſt him,

and for occaſion of exception withdrew his Children 


from his Teaching. 

He, Mr. Buck, and Mr. Soanie of Little Bradley have 
been the prime Movers in this rare project, which Mr.
